Shortly after 3 p.m. on Sunday, February 21, 19G5 
Malcolm X walked onto the stage of the Audubon Ball- 
room at 16Gth Street and Broadway. The audience of 
some 40U Negroes and a half-dozen self-conscious 
whites stirred in anticipation. 

At the podium Benjamin X, an officer of Malcolm’s 
Organization of Afro-American Unity, wrapped up his

introductory speech. “And now, brothers and sisters 
here is a man willing to lay down his life for you!” 
The applause was thunderous. 

Malcolm walked slowly to the rostrum. His fac< 
was strained, tired, and his step lacked its usual spring 
He held up his right hand.

Men fell to 
tin fb-ur or scrambled for cover under the literature 
table.. Mali aim's wife. Hetty, who hud attended the 
Hireling with their four children, ran toward the stage, 
acrouining hysterically: “They're killing my hu*bi,nd! 
They're killing my husband !” 

A woman who later identified herself a* a registered 
Mi rue ran to the stage and threw herwilf uinw* Mah 
elm's Kuly. “I won willing to die for the man," she -told 
n AVm Koi k Tim'* reporter. “1 would have taken the 
Lulletk my -elf." ,, 

One of Mulcolm’a aides rusliod lo a phone in the lobby 
and called Columbia Presbyterian Medical Center fur 
an un.la.Line. The In. piUl was directly »• n«s thn 
•Irewt from the Kdlroom. but IS minutes later an um- 
biilatue had still i»r.t arrived. 

Several of Malcolm* guards ran out on foot and 
brought a stretcher luck to tin* Mage, Sum, mnhd by 
Bobbing na n and women, they curriid Muludm ucruaa 
the nt feet lu the hospital. Ilia lady was Uikeii to the 
emergency operating ruin where a team uf doctor* cut 
through hi* cheat to massage his heart. 

It was too late. 

At 3:45 in the afternoon a hospital spokesman ad- 
drur-id the knot* of miiliug Negroes keeping vigil on 
the aid* walk. "The person you kiwvv as Malcolm X U 
dead." he told them. 

M, -t while Anierleniu reacted predictably to Mal- 
rnlin'i a ., .Mualtou. It wait generally a.^mmil. beforu 
the a* tool a-ju-saina were even Ukiitified. that he had 
b«-oa nniidmnl by the libu’k Mu-Uni*. Malcolm's bitter 
enemies ever si lire Id* defection in enrly ttitt-l. 

Tloro wait n comforting corollary tu this theory: 
Malcolm had preached “hate," and hule, of the itbuk 
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Muslim variety, had in turn struck him down. Thu 
.Veie York Hmld Tribnnt expressed the mu-a media's 
attitude in a smug editorial entitled, “Hate, Full 
Cycle" in ita February 23, J'atifi edition: 

'The slaying of Malcolm X hu* shown again that 
hulled, whatever lu apparent justification, however 
it may be rationalized, turns an itself in the end. . . . 
Now the hatred uud violence that he preached h;u» 
overwhelmed hint, und he luv* falh’U at the holid* uf 
Negroes/’ 

Implicit in this view wua an unspoken warning to 
militant Negroes: This i* wliat happens wlum you go 
too fur. Tim white press drew this ren—uring mural 
f,.r a few day* and then lost Interw-t in tire case. Hut 
tin? reaction to Malcolm’* »*»a-*iuatlutt In the Negro 
community was radically dlirercnt. 

Few Aineiicon Negroes expressed tlie automatic a*- 
sumption of Muslim guilt prevalent in the white pros*. 

It was well-known Hurt the Muslim* feared uud haled 
Malcolm, and Would welcanw hi* death, but they were 
not alone. 

Pow-tiful fortes, including the L\S. State Depurt- 
ment ami the CIA. hud luvn deeply alarmed by M.,1- 
com’* growing impact, particularly his cibirt* to inter- 
national Ue the American racial question by bringing it 
l*-fore the I’uiltd Nation* under tile Human Uighl* 
provision of the L’N charter. 

It wu* not the Muslim’s who lapped Malcolm’s phone, 
kept him under 24-hour -urveitlahce in the L’.S. and 
followed him dwly throughout hi* trips to Europe. 
Afciru. and the Middle Foist. 

If thu Muslims had their realms for wanting Mol- 
colm diud. so did Washington— und American Negroes 
knew it. Certain aspect* uf tin; nssuissiiintioii lt*»4f, wild 
the events immediately preceding it. heightened doubt* 
among Negroes thut it had been a Muslim operation. 

The V.r. Times reported tl2.fi 65* that "m»it of 
Maliuln/s admirer* appear to believe Hurt he wu* 
murdered on onlers from the United Stales iJovern- 
ment." An unidentified Harlem woman Interviewed by 
Snv Fort /•-*/ rejtorter Thoina* Skinner the day after 
the a*sn-siuution i>imtnied up the suspicion* of many 
Negr«ea; “I don't care if he wu* shot by Negroes. This 
was planned, directed and curried out on orders from 
the white power structure." 

Even mail a pillar of the civil rights establishment 
a* fOKK National Director Jumes Farmer expressed 
his doubts of the "uira iul version" of the ussa**tnntton. 
On February 24. l!Mi5 the .Via* York Tints ro|H,rted 
Farmer's lalicf Ural "the killing of Malchn X wa* a 
political act. with Internut l>’iial implications mid nut 
necessarily connected with black natbnali-m." 

In a more recent Interview with this author, Farmer 
added thut “the week prior to hi* death Malcolm X 
tried to get In lunch with the State Department to de- 
mand protection. Now, Mulonlm was no foot If this wn* 
a simple tiling with the Muslims, he would not wire 
thr Slate Department,” 

Farmer revculed that after thr ti<*a*'inalUm. “I 
B|a ke to the White House and to . MrbK in Hi. !»• part- 
tneiit of 4ioitbe aud pruuvsied u fokml liapary into 
the murder. I’ve iM’ard nothing front tlnm on It." 

Farmer was echoing the widespread suspicions of 
the Negro press und cnimnnity— su-pici.ui* Hust, al- 
most two years later, have still ia.t U*en dis|ieUeit.

Hit i-orietpoitiivin u with Klijah Muhummud opened 
up a new world to Makultn; u worhi where Ll.uk men 
walked in dignity, proud of their skin, their hair, their 
heritage, o:i hewing the pitiful and mental pobt <ua 
of the white blue-eyed devils. 

(.Ynverri'ii followed rttvuluUt.t. tnd when he left 
ptixi.w in IUa2 he wits a fanatic Muslim.

Overnight, the m.i.-.i media, which till then had ig- 
nored the group, scrambled Dually for "Muslim mate- 
rial." As the mo,->l articulate .-|»>ke.-iuan fur the move* 
nient (klijah was u clumsy, ineffectual speaker) Mal- 
colm apjH.ii red on count less TV and radio show* und 
waa quoted regularly in the pri*s. 

Million* of white Americana lislcnrd tu hia bitter 
denunciations of white society and writhed in guilt- 
tinged mma-rhDiu as each new stroke at his verbal whip 
ileaviukd on their collective back. 

Miiholm knew that tu mist whiten he was just a 
fr‘*k, the jM'i'fei't Haiti (HI r for n two-minute limn

in America: a bogeyman fur cumpluccnt whiles and 
many bouigvtd* Negroes, but a syitila.l of freedom and 
IndejH-ndeiia! to the ghetto Negror*. Midi. dm said what 
they hud thought for years, and even those UU ready to 
accept the purilnnirul discipline of the Mu-lints thrilled 
vicariously ut heuritig Whitey get it. 

But Malcolm's very success held the mills of his 
duuiifull In the Movement. Many Muslim ollkiuls, in- 
cluding those member* of Ktijah's family 111 the line of 
succession, feared Malcolm's grow Ins (Htwer ami tried 
to put a braku on it. Kwn the Messettgitr of Allah 
seem* tu have grown worried that Malcolm's public 
image would eventually cvllpv his own. 

And by it»U3 Muhulm liitn-wlf was beginning tu hare 
doubts about tlic Movement. 

Hu was still u loyal follower of Klijah, but his np- 
pcuruticcs at colleges throughout the country had 
brought him Into closer contact with the Civil Bight* 
Movement, and lit was disturb'd idmiit the Muslim 
pulicy of sDudiiig aloof from It. 

"1 thought privately that we should have amended, 
nr relaxed, our general lom-engagenient |“dicy. Malcolm 
later wrote ill hi* A*/i»/»»«fj»u/»Ag. ''It could ln> be;, ill 
increasingly in the Negro communities : Those Muslims 
talk tmigh. hut tlicy never do anything, unless some- 
b*lv bother* Muslims 

Maleolm uau ;»U» di.iilbt* bm.il by facts he dtsn>VeT<il 
about Klijah Muluimnuol's jwr on.d life, lie Imnu-tl 
from paternity suiU brought |>y two of Klijah'* former 
secretariat and the testimony of <li-«nch;* n'.d Muidiro* 
from fhtrago Mo* qua si thial the Messenger »»f Allah 
halt a harem of 7 wives, by whom he had lathered IV 
children. 

Malcolm's whotu existence since leaving prison had 
bn-n l.a*. d in his unflagging U-lief in llie divinilv of 
Klijah Mtihamnind. Now the nwk of his faith won 
rrombliug before his ey-ea. 

In desjierntioti, be flew to Elijah's winter home in 
Phoi-nix, Arizona and told him everythin.* lie had 
heard. The Mex-vnycr deni. d mdhiug. Bui. lie explained 
to Malcolm, he was only following hi.* religious lli-Jlny. 

“You have always had such a gnat imdeistandlivt of 
pro|«hecy, and of spirltu.d things,*' hi* told Mali •dm ;is 
they walked beside Ids ,*u miming j««d. "V "0 mi.cnhe 
that's wluit all of lids hi — prophecy. I'm Bnvld. NV> *u 
you rend ubout l«nv David tn.k another mnu'* w^'e. 
I'm that David. You read uUml N"ah, who got drunk 
— that's me.' You read about lad. who vent end laid 
op with Ids uwn daughters. I huve to fulfill all of ih<** 

things.** 

Klijnh’s explanation did little to assuage Malcolm's 
doubts, and the Messenger of Aluuh rcali.vd that hi* 
young disciple was lu> longer totally loyal. By the time 
Malcolm arrived back in New York, this word had 
quiutly gunu out from Phoenix to Muslim Momjiic* 
across thu country: “Watch Malcolm. He can't las trust- 
ed." 

Maleolm was fraxun out of the Muslim new>-jinjw-r, 
Mt'haimmul S/ualit. nml uo longer privy to the inner 
euiiiicils uf the Muslim teadurshiji. But Klijah I i.hd 
his time, vvaitiug fur the pr\*pitioiis ni.nnut to f.o tu illy 
excomtmtuirale idnu He finally sepnl on > nt.- reniarli 
.M .di n| in had in ide lij'lit albr Ihe a .».• iu.ili*n of 
President Kennedy. 

Malcolm had likened tin* a.-'snsx! nation to Ho* munler 
of 5K.lg.ir Kvero aud Patrice Lunuiml... uo.l |s>iuted out 
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that “hale in white men had not stopped with the kill- 
ing of defi mwless black people; hate, allowed to Spreud 
unchecked, finally had struck down this country's chief 
nf stale” It was. Malcolm claimed, & case of “the 
thickens coming h. nie tu rooeL" 

Malcolm's little homily was no strwigef than what 
ihou-uftd* of Americans were saying, including Chief 
J ur tn c Kail Warren in his eulogy at Kennedy's funer- 
al. but Klijah ured it us u pretext to “<u?-t>enJ*' Malcolm 
f..r PO di.y* us M mister of the Harlem Mosque. He was 
also prohibited from making any puldic stuti-im-nts. A 
few Week* bill*, tin* su.*|vUs mu was extendul "indelin- 

IMy." 

Malcolm, now totally disillusioned, realiuid there wax 
n«> place li ft for hint in the Muslim tncVrtnent; 3d years 
old, witli no unim-y of Ids uwn. a wife und threv chlldien 
tu supjx.-rt. his holiie and cur the |io»s«*>slon uf the Mus- 
lim«, Malcolm «ir vert lieless was determined tu fight uu. 

On March 12. KhIS he vailed n press tautfereiive and 
rtlmoiiuivd the formation of n »>-w movement, the Mus- 
lim Mosque, Inc. i Three mouths biter he organized 
aiiutlwr, biiader grouj*. the Organiration of Afro- 
Amerii-att I’nity, a s.vular. politically tirienltil outfit 
ojieu tu the participation of religious and nun-religious 
Negroes alike.) 

In announcing the Muslim Mosque. Malcolm ro- 
fln1.ll h"W radically 1th idea* had altered since his 
break with the Muslims, "i am |»ivparcd tu cisi|>erule 
ill Inal civil-rights nil lop in Ihe Sviiith and vKevv lure.” 
hi- said, "because every rampatgli for specific objective* 
fan only heighten the political ciin«cb>u»ttess uf tliQ 

Malcolm had bruken the chains of Muslim separatism 
and was headed ou a c«*ur.-e uf political activism. After 
ten years as Klijah Muhammad* mouthpiece, lie was 
ut hist Ids own malt. 

In Ajiril, ItHil Mahuliu made » jiilgrintage tu Mivra. 

Tu hi* surprise, he Him greet. d in the Holy City 
a* n major world ligure, entertained by King Poisul 
and intri«luc.il to tcading Idumic rdigieus authorities 
and Saudt government ollleials. 

Ills e.xjHwieme in Mena was one Maleolm would 
never forget. II i> contact with other Moslem pilgrims 
Coinpletel; v)iuttg*c-d his views on rot Dm ami the possi- 
bility uf black- white brotherhood. In a long, passionate 




letter to hi* oide* at the Muslim Mosque he expressed 
his new viewpoint: 

“Throughout my travels In the Mu-lim world, I have 
met. talked to, and even eaten with pe°id< who in 
Amcriea would have been con>ldered 'white'— hut the 
'w hite' attitude was nutuvo) from lh< Ir mind*- hv the 
religion of Dtam. I have never before seen »lm\re and 
true brulherhuod praclned hy all voW* together, irre- 
sjHvtivo of their color. . . . Each hour lure in the Holy 
land enaUfcji mo to leave j;r»-at«*r -tdlituul jnstgltt# in- 
to what D liuppcnitig iu America between black and 
white. 

'The Ameriran Ncpru never can b- hbmod f.»r Ids 
racial auun».*itle* — he is only reacting to too jurs 
of the niftacduus racism uf the American white*. But 
ns ravDtn leads America up the suicide |iath. I do 
believe, fn-nt tbe vxjterhmcM that 1 have had with 
them, tltut the whites of the younger genet athn. in 
the odlrges und universities, will >w the h.uulwriting 
on tin- wall and many of them will turn to the '•pint nut 
puth of truth — the «i dg way left tu America to ward 
olf (he disaster (hat racism must Inevitably I. ad to. . . ." 

Mah-oint apfiwred apprehensive that his followent 
might not understand his new attitude to whites. 

“You muy be shocked by these wonts coining from 
me.” he concluded. “Blit on this pilgrimage, what 1 
have m-cii ami ekpviUitccd In* K ind me to r*-*trraugr 
ntuclt of my t In night-pat terns prev iuudy held, and to 
fuss ash/i- .vontc of my previous conclusion*. Till* was 
r.ut U-o dilficult for me. Despite my tirtu convictions. 1 
have nivvays Uvn a man who tries tu face fact*, and 
to uevrpt the reality of life as new experience* and new 
knowlclge unfolds it. I have always k.:j;t au i*|*rn mind, 
which is necessary tu the ficxihiHty that mu.*t go hand 
in hand tv ith every form uf tnt. Qigent search K»r truth." 

The |« Iter was signed "Kl-llajj Malik Kl-Shalu. *" 
(his Arabic name prefixed by the honorary Tl.ijj” 
nwnrdiii all pilgrims to Mervni. It was significant that 
the two major changes of tlo»ught nml attitudu hi 
Malcolm'* life were accompanied by n change of name. 

Malcolm ldttle. converted to Islam Ik hind the bars 
of t'hnrlestowu state prison, emerged .Malcolm X; a 
revelation Just ns deep occurred In the SaCl’i'd Mieftl 
of Mecca, and In ought forth Kl-llajj Malik Kl-Shukisz. 

“In the Holy World." Muk’dut later write in his 
A a tuliuf/raph y. “away from America’s race problem, 
tv us the first time I ever laid been able to think dearly 
about the basic divisions of white | av.pl e in America, 
and how their attitudes and their motive* related tu. 
and affect Negii.e*. In mv !5fi >e;,i* «.n thu earth, the 
Holy fity of Mecca had been llir first time 1 had ever 
stiH'd befor# the Creator of all pud felt like a complete 
human being." 

Mulculm didn’t soften in his opposition tu whit# 
racism. But from tliut moment mi he never failed tu 
draw a distinction between the evil committed hj 
white* und the inherent evil of all whites, btioiily be- 
fore hi* death he v. rate: 

“In Ihe past. yes. I huve nuidc sweeping indict- 
ment* of a .7 white jicopte. 1 never will be guilty of that 
again — us I know nuvv that seine white j»o.|.ie arv 
truly sincere, that some truly are capable of U-ing 
hrolll.'l'ly toward ;• black mall. 

“The true Islam has shown nw that a blanket in- 
dictnienl uf all white |«cu|>le is a* wrung as when 
white* lonkv blanket indictuMtii* ugali.id Macks. . . . 
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It lan't the American white man who in * rncint, but 
it*« the American politkul, economic ami uncial atmos- 
phere that automatically nourishes a racist psychology 
in the white mun." 

Malcolm's iiew attitude was not only more humane, 
it waa infinitely more sophisticated. Apart from the 
moral und religious aspects of the problem. Malcolm 
had come to recognize that racism was an inherent 
eom|>oi)ciit of the American system. Instead of scatter- 
ing his shut at all whites, Malcolm begun to train his 
sights tiquai riy on the political and economic admin- 
istration of the U S. Almost suhliminally, his position 
was being radicalized, and he was swinging left. 

At the end of April, HUM Malcolm left Mecca and 
flew on In a tour of several African countries. Once 
again, ho was a-lnttulicd at the warmth of ilia recep- 
tion. lie was greeted as the loving anibaswliir of an 
Anurkan blade nation, primed in the press, feted by 
dipiumais and prime minister*. 

In Nigeria, Cabinet minister:) ried for his attention. 
Ill Gnnuu. be was received by theu- President Nkrumuh, 
who arranged for him to address a joint session of the 
Ghanaian Puriiunnm — the first American to be uu 
linnon*l While in Accra he fslubiiidiinl friendly con- 
tact with the Chinese und Uuhan Anduowuilot.f, who 
b<>lh held slate dinner* in Ids honor. From Ghana he 
flew on lu Mont-co and Algeria, returning to the U.S. 
oil May ill, I ln» I. 

If Mi eva h.id a Minding impact on Mulcolm's racial 
alliluih-s, his A frit an tour was equally im|«>rtuiil to 
hi* ptlhkul .lc\ *I k|»oi, ill. Ilo had always •Imwol the 

h«i* dljr for N*gio*«t l«i M-idify cult «i roily mill lii.v 
torbaily with their original homeland, but his discus- 
sion with African leaders had opvned up the possibility 
of tiingibio cooperation between American Negroes and 
the more radical African slates. 

An idea began to evolve in Makulm's mind— the idea 
of biinging the American racial problem before the 
L’.N‘. under the Homan flights provision uf the Char- 
ter. If South Africa could be urruigned before the world 
body, why not the UJJ.T 

Malcolm knew the plan could not succeed without 
the fip|«>rt of the independent African ntntcs, and in 
the summer uf IthM lie made another, mote extended 
trip to Afi ice, spending Id weeks touring the continent 
and conferring with African leaders. 

On bis tour Main. Im visited Egypt. Kuwait, Lebanon, 
Sudan. Uganda, Ethiopia. Kenya, Tanzania. Zanzibar, 
Nigrria. Ghana. Liberia. Guinea, and Algeria. Jle held 
■ucce**ful audiences with President Nasser of Egypt, 
President To art of Guinea, I'risiilnnt Kzikiwe of Ni- 
geria. i'ri-sitknt Syetttv of Tanzania, Prime Minister 
Jxinit Kenyan, I of Kenya. Prime Minister Milton Ohuta 
of Uyainla and President Nkrtiutah of Ghana. 

(Ghana was Malcolm's m*«t fervent ally, and Nkru- 
mah i at rutted him w ith a letter of coniml.-uiun to 
arrange opun his return for the purchase ami instal- 
lation uf a nuclear reactor in Accru.) 

No other non-African had ever been so honored 
und trusted by the African states. According to fluv. 
IjUINOH lfvtiry. «bo knew Malcolm well, “Malcolm 
Itrvuino the dim' black American with whom many high 
state ollicials freiii black Africa could communicate. 

. . . Thirty-two African nations promised to support 
Mnli-nlrnV r»s«*loU»'« to tin* United Nut inns ronroruitig 
liumaii rights fur black Americans."

John Lewis and Dunald Harris of SNCC. who were 
on a tour uf Africa at the umu time os Malcolm, attest 
to the deep impression he made throughout his travels: 
“Malcolm's impact wus just fantastic. In every coun- 
try he was known, ami served os the main criteria, for 
categorizing other Afro-Americans and their political 
views." 

Washington win deeply alarmed by Mule* din's Afri- 
can activities. Ills biting denunciation uf U.S. Gov- 
ernment inactivity on civil rights, coupled to his grow- 
ing attacks on “American imperialism,” were stirring 
up unti-U.S. sentiment throughout Africa. 

As Juiig as Malcolm had l*vn a Mu«lim lie was no 
threat lo the power structure; the Must him hull de- 
veloped a rhetoric of violence, but they did Uuthing. 
In fact, federal intelligence agencies privately approved 
uf the Muslims Lt-jiu-c they recruited Umii>aiuD of 
the must militant Negroes and diverted their anger into 
hurmiess cluiiiiieU. 

The Muslim* under Elijah Muhammad cun-l fluted 
ns much a challenge to the status quo as Father Uivine, 
nnd had us much influence on foreign policy as Oral 
Huberts. 

Hut it was rjuitc niiollier Ihlng for Malcolm X tn 
travel ucroa* Africa galvanizing piddle *• nl intent 
aguinst Wu-dtiiigtoit, ami maneuvering to bring the 
American racial qimdioti la-lore the U.N.. a move 
whirli. If .lin e* *fai, enuld prove Wa.diiiigliHt'a iin«d hil- 
uiiliiiting propaganda reversal uf the fold War. Tho 
Government la-gun kee|iing close lulw on M-dculiii and 
hia loeaa'iules. 

A let llah-v, who ndlalwO Willi Mlih'oltil i»H lli* 
AutoUbtpnfJiit, reports that: 

"In Washington, D.C. and New York City, powerful 
civic, private, mid governmental agencies and individ- 
uals were keenly interested iu what Malcolm X wax 
saying abroad, anil were speculating upon what he 
would say, und possibly do, when he returned to Amer- 
ica. In u|Mtulu New York. I received a telephone cull 
from a close friend who *uid he had U-en s.-ked to a*k 
me If 1 would come to Now York Uity on un appointed 
day to meet with |n very high government otlkiul] 
who wiu Intel estn) in Malcolm X. 

| “I did lly down to the city. My friend aiv<*mp»nled 
i me to the utticcs of a large private fuumlutlon well 
j known for Its activities and donations in the civil- 
t rights grva. J met the foundation's president and he 
Introduced me to the Ju-tice Department Civil flights 
l Suction liead, tturke Marshall. Marshall was chiefly 

1 interested iu Malcolm X's finances, particularly how 
his extensive traveling niruv his Alack Muslim ouster 
had been paUI for." 

On August i:i, lin’d, while Malcolm was in Cairo to 
request the aid of the Summit Conference of African 
Prime Ministers for his U.N. PH»ve. M. K. Handler re- 
ported fr»«tn Washington to I lie AVo* York Times that: 
“The State Department uiul the Justice Department 
have begun to take an interest iu Maleotm's campaign 
to convince African states tu raise the question uf 
persecution of American Negroes at Hie United Na- 
tions. . . . 

“Mak-»»i in's 8 pac* memorandum to I he heads of rtlnlo 
si Ihe Cairo conference requesting llieir support be- 
came available lime only recently. After studying It, 
iillk lnl« raid HmI if Malcolm *mv» eded In r> -miming 
just one Africun government to bring up the charge 
The Reelivf 



at the United Nations, tit* United State* government 
would be faced with a touchy problem. 

“The United States, uiTaials here believe, would find 
itself in the category a* South Africa. Hungary 
and other countries whose domestic pulicUe* have be- 
come delisting i*-uv* at the United Nations. The L»ue, 
otlk'ials say, would be of service to critic* of the United 
States. Communist and nmi-CommunDt, and euntribiilc 
to the undermining of Hie position the United Stales 
ha< asserted for Itself ns the h-nder of the West in 
the advocacy of human rirltl*. 

“In a letter from Cairo to a friend. Malcolm wrote: 
♦I have gotten several promise* of support in bringing 
our plight before the l.‘N liiis ,Vi-ar.’ . . . 

“OtliciaU here today conceded the possibility that 
M.dtolm tuigiu have Odcccvdcd. . . . 

“Although tin- State Department'* interest in Mal- 
colm'* activities, iu Africa i* obvious, that of the Jus- 
tice Department is shrouded Iu discretion. Malcolm D 
regarded ns nil liupl.irahle lead«r with deep r*-ot* in the 
Negro guhnu rg'-tl class**. . . . | Malcolm X | ha* cun- 
fided tu friend* Ih. l lie ita* Uen under vou.-d.mt sur- 
veillance In X« vv York by Hie Keilvral Bureau of Inves- 
tigation and iiy the ittlelligcnov section of tin- New* 
York Colne Depart meld. . . ," 

Throughout Africa Malcolm wu* followed closely by 
the t I lie even twfl on -peaking term* with one of 
hi* lad-. Malcolm reports in l*i:i .1 */••!»/. -gr.i /dry that: 

“Tliroughout my Irip. 1 was of course aware llufl I 
was tinder tvti-lanf »iurveiUautv. )t)ne| agent w;u a 
particuhii ly ula h>iis mol obnoxious one. . . . Thin one 
liiull) g* t u tub i tflv xkiii when I found I cuuldn'l lo em 
tu eat a nn at iu the ludel without seeing him some- 
where around watcluug me. Yuli would liuve thought I 
wo* John Dilliuger <«r somebody. 

“I just got Up from my breakfast one morning and 
walked *»ver to where he was ami I told him 1 knew he 
wn* follow tug me. and if he wauled to know anything, 
why didn't he a-k me. 

“I was, lo hoar him IcIJ it. anti- American, tin- 
Americun. seditious, subversive, and probably Cum- 
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muni aI. ! t»dd him that what h* said only proved ht.w 
little he understood ubout me. 1 told him that the only 
thing the FBI. the CIA, or anybody else could ever 
find me guilty of, wav being open-minded. ! said I wua 
set-king for the troth, and 1 wo* trying lo weigh — 
objectively — everything on its own tm-iit. 1 said what 
1 was n gainst was strait -Jacketed thinking, und strait- 
jarketrd societies." 

Malcolm vv..* initially surprUed to tind that he wai 
followed not only in America but in Africa a* well, but 
he >»>.in got used to hi* shadows, “it’* like staying ill a 
rvom full of spider vieb.*," he told hi* wife li»*.:y u|k.« 
returning home. “If n man i* aware of the Web, it’s 
visible in that oik* room— if you go to another oouutry 
you suppose at first that it’* not there, but if you look 
clu/ely it's still being spun around you.” 

But there D evidence that the CIA did not limit it* 
activities tJ surveillance. 

In July, ltwi-1, Malcolm was in Cairo to address the 
African Summit Conference In his memorandum to ihe 
Conference he violently attacked Washington's domes- 
tic and foreign policy. lie termed the I'.S. Govern- 
ment's cspoiual of civil right* legl-lulion ’ nothing but 
triiks of Ihe century'* leading iKH-*oleliialist power" 
m id urged the assembled delegates to bring the 
before the bar of world public opinion at the U.N. 

The American Embassy in Cairo riigaKcd in dcLeate 
iM'liind the sveue* negotiation* to have Malcolm l«artvd 
from addressing the Conference, but its effort* were 
coldly smihb.-d by both the Egyptian Government and 
the Ci.i»f«-n uce orgaiiiaei*. 

Wa diiiiyt.m'* etfoii* (o *i|eme Makvlnt then appear 
lo have pa«sed from the diplomatic to the Intelligence 
apparatus. Their eiTort* came closer to success. Mal- 
colm ulino t did nut live to driller Id* speech. 

When Malcolm first arrived In Cairo he wa* given 
accommodations aboard the Li*, a resplendent pleasure 
yacht moored on the Nile. The lsi» harbored “freedom 
fighter*" from all the non-liberaled areas of Africa— 
Angola, Mozambique, Nuulh Africa, Rhodesia. Wlu-n 
the yacht became overcrowded. Malcolm moved out 
and took • room at the Nile Hilton, which he shared 
with Mitten Henry, a lawyer and civil right* activist 
from Detroit. 

On July 23, J9C4. the day before he was to deliver 
his speech to the Summit Conference, Malcolm dined 
in the Hilton's main reslauraiit. Shortly after dinner. 
Malcolm n4b|Mid in hi* hotel r'**#ni. suffering from 
ttvvit abdominal pom*. He win ru-lu-d to a WpiUl 

In an interview with the author. Milton Henry re- 
ported that “He would have died if he hadn’t been aide 
to get to the hospital in a hurry- Hi* stomach wa* 
pumped uut. cli-mm-d out thoroughly, and that *av«-d 
him. But u* Malcolm said afterword*, he would have 
died if he had not got immediate treatment." 

Auulysi* of the stonmeh pumping di -closed * “toxic 
bub->lruiec." Its nature w»* undiiclused. but food pt.ix.n- 
ing was tul«*J out. Malcolm nut h-.-pitJtzed for a day- 
oml-a-lialf, but against hi* d.itor * ovlvke he managed 
to appear at the Summit Conference und give his 
speech. He wa* shaky for. several djvj afterward. Ac- 
cording to 1l*nry, .Mnlcolm l«lnv>»I hud <!•-- 

liberutely pot-oned me." Malcolm tried tu tmd the 
wnitcr who had served him. hut he had disappeared. 

lit di*t'U**lttfl Ihe ittcidettl with Henry, Male-din 
■tressed "the fact Uut CIA men were all around him 
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In Cairo." He later told Henry that "Washington had 
a lot t» do with it." 

in an interview with thi* author, Mrs. Ella Collin*. 
Malcolm'* aitter, reported that Malcolm told her of 
the poisoning incident i*n hia return from Africa. “H« 
told me that ho felt that the CIA wo* definitely respons- 
ible for it. After that he was very careful. In fact, nn 
another occasion there wu* an ulfair given in hia honor 
in Addis AUlialia. anil iu observing the waiter he got a 
leery frcling and refused the food. He never had any 
proof, nf course, but he always felt sure somehow that 
he hud by-passed another poisoning." 

Muliolm'* poi.i nlng in Cairu was a failure in more 
ways limn one. llis »|Much won tumultuous applause, 
and shortly ifhrwahb the delegate* adopled a resolu- 
tion condemning L'.S. racial policies. No furmal stand 
was taken on bringing the question before the United 
Nations. I<ut Malcolm received private pledgee of sup- 
port for the plan from soverul nations. 

I’|»n bis return to I bo U.S. Muitolm stepped up his 
efforts to bail the UJ. before the UN. but he found 
lillle support for the move among tin: wt aid is bed civil 
rights groups. It wu* tiui "radical." tuu “auti-Ameri- 
can" for their toale. Mulioliu wm also haiiipeivil in 
building a strong organization of his own by hia repu* 
laiK-ii as a •'racist.'’ He writes in his Atttutioi/nt/thg: 

"One of the major trouble* llul 1 was having in build* 
ln»: I lie orgauit.it ion that I wanted — un all-Mack or- 
ganization whose ultimate objective was to help create 
a society ill which tliere ctaiid exist hottest white-black 
brotherhood — was that my earlier public image, my old 
No-calted 4 it huk Muslim* image, kept blocking me. 

"1 was trying to gradually n-Oiapc that Image. I 
was trying to turn u turner, intu a new regard l»y the 
public, specially Negroes; I was no le*s angry titan I 
had btfvli, hut at the aanni time the tine brotherhood 
I had iMri'M in the Holy World had Influenced me to 
recognize that anger can blind human vision." 

Malcolm was not discourngeJ by the rebuffs lie en- 
countered. His travels in Africa had widened his 
political horizons, and he was moving rapidly -to t he 
left, even to the point of establishing working con- 
tacts with •the Trotsky ite Soeiali.it Workers l'arty. 

In his public statements he increasingly gave expres- 
aioii to the view lli.it domestic exploitation of American 
Negroes was purl anil parcel of "American imperial- 
ism's" world-whle drive to ruiilrol the poorer, pre- 
doniinuntly nt.n- white uatlons. 

"Tibs a> atom is tad only ruling us in America, it is 
ruling I be world." he said in tut interview with 11 mi 
V oasg S’fcitihxt magazine shortly before his death. At 
n public meeting in Detroit he declared that: 

"This society is controlled primarily by the racists 
and segregationists who are in Washington. D.C.. In 
positions of power. And from Washington, D.C. they 
•xerri*« the same forma of biului oppression uguitist 
dark-skinned people in South and North Vietnam, or 
in the Congo, or in Cuba or any other phue on this 
earth where they are trying to ev|dnit ami oppress. 
That i» u KM'lt'iy whose government doesn't hesitate tu 
inflht the moat hiatal form of punishment and oppres- 
sion upon dork-shimo-d jicople all over the World." 

Mo bi. Im las aim* an uorMnpmnoiiug opponent of (he 
war in Vietnam long before Muitin Luther King opened 
his mouth uu the subject. 
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"What Amerlra is doing In South Vietnam is crim- 
inal," he told a meeting of thr Militant Labor Forum 
in 1904. "Hut the oppressed people of South Vietnam 
. . . have been successful in fighting off tin* agent* of 
imperialism. . . . Little rice fjrmers, peasant*. with a 
rifle, up aguiuxt all the highly-mechanized weapons of 
warfare — jets, napalm. battleship*. everything else. 
And America can't put thorn* rice farmers buck where 
they want them. Somebody's waking up." 

Malcolm adopted an increasingly pru-C'hinese posi- 
tion on interna! iumil questions, in a telephone inter- 
view between Malcolm in London and Afro-American 
students in J'aris un February 9, itnj.» he was asked 
about the recent explosion of China's first atom bomb. 
Malcolm replied: 

"1 think it's uuci uf the greatest things that has ever 
happened. Bec*U** up until now the nuclear devices 
have been in the hand* uf the European* — they have 
exercised a monopoly over the nuclear wca|«itts or over 
the ability to produce nuclear Weapon*. Hut, now the 
Chinese have evened it. . . . 

"So. us far as I um concerned, it was a v«*ry good 
things and i d*i iiopo they will be able to build bigger 
ones aiui better ouei every day— because Hie only lan- 
guage that America umleratmnbi is the language of 
power and u dark nation bus to he in a position to talk 
or speak the language (hat these liu|»criuii*t* under- 
stand." 

After his African trips Malcolm leaned more mid 
more to socialism a* un alternative tu the American 
economic system, which lie believed fostered and in- 
stitutionalized racism. During his travel* he discussed 
rocudism with Marxists in Zanzibar, Cuinci, (iliaiia 
and Algeria, arid on more limn one occasion had a fruit- 
ful Ideological discussion with Ernesto Che tiuernr* 
of Cuba. 

(During his U.N. mission in December, lfK*l rh6 
sent a warm message of grccling aiul support to Mal- 
colm an behalf of Fidel Castro.) 

In May, lyfl-L when asked what jaditical system he 
desired for America. Malcolm said: 

"I don't know. Hut I'm flexible. As was stated earlier, 
all of the countries that arc emerging today from under 
tho shackles of colon iall-m are turning towards social- 
ism. I don't think it's an accident. 

"Most uf the countries ilmt were colonial powers 
were capitalist countries, and the last bulwark uf capi- 
talism t mlay is America. and it's impossible fora white 
person today to believe iu capitalism without racism. 

"And if you hud a person without rat rein and yon h;i|u 
pen to get that person into conversation ami Hire have 
a philosophy that makes you sure they don't have ra- 
cism in their outlook, usually thry're socialist* or their 
political philosophy is socialism." 

Just a few weeks before his death Malcolm expressed 
his opposition to capitalism in the strongest Urms b* 
hud yet employed. In un interview with a social ul mag- 
azine he declared Ilmt : 

"It is im|M*til>tt! for capitalism to survive, primarily 
because lliu system of capitalism needs some blood tu 
suck. Capitalism U-wal to lie like an eagle, but mot it's 
more like n vulture. It and to Is- strong enough lo go 
and sink anybody’* IiIomI iv hr I her they w^rv »tr*'iig or 
not. Hut now it ha* become more cowardly, like the 
vulture, and it can only suck the bluud of the hdplu*s. 
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As the nation* of the world free themselves, then cap- 
italism ha* less victim*, less hloud to suck, and it be- 
ci.nies weaker and weaker. It's only n nutter of time 
in my opinion before it will collapse completely." 

Malcolm X wu* leading American Negroes on a mad 
followed by million* of their brothers in Asia, Africa 
a ini I.atio America. Hut it was a rood that the 1’3 
tiovirnimnt h:ul long ago marked t’hwi J. It would lead 
to Malcolm's death. 

lly tor fall of JitCI Malcolm's plan to indict America 
in the r.N. was in high gear. Hr had established close 
working rrlul ion- hips with the l'.N. delegation* of 
m«\ oral African nations, and w»* a familiar ftgure in 
the Delegates' Lounge. 

in N.»\ emU-r. HHJI. when the U.K. intervened in the 
Congolr-e civil war by dropping paratroops on Stuulry- 
vill-. Mahitlm look the lead in w hipping up opposition 
to the rx He lobbyod relentlessly with his U.N. ron- 
Ixwi*. urging them to strongly condemn the move, "un- 
less call waul to In* next." 

Mulct 1m wns one of the driving forces behind the 
un|Mi*e«di*iiti*d hail >*f abuse rained on Wu«ihint*ton 
during the (*%*nrrul Af-embly Congo debate in Dcivm- 
l**r. I'.H'rl. 

M. S. Handler reported in the .Vi a* Tort* Tiuu$ of 
January ", IPdA that Malcolm luul urged Hie African 
delegates not only to attack U.S. intervention in the 
Ct.iigo hot to i «a|*h»y "the r acini silunli.oi in the United 
Slate- us an io-trumeiit «.f attack in discussing inter- 
tiatoiiul problem*" Isvause "such a strategy would 
gl\.* tin* African states more leverage In dealing with 
the United States ami would in luni give American 
Nt ittstt** more leverage in American society." Handler 
add.d:" ^

It must have U«en railing th.it >wh a nuin. by gal- 
vanizing the African U.N. delegation* against Anu-r- 
ii-ii's Congo intervention, had been re*P»»nsihW for 
America's. must stunning setback in the U.N. since tin* 
JLiy of Figs iIumsi. Hut \Varliingt**n did not accept it* 
humiliation with equanimity.

But he knew that powerful forces were after him. 
1Iii» widow Betty told this author. "He believed that 
Hie |uover structure iu Washington wauUd him dead, 
lie i»nee said. 'If any lusty kilt* nn it'fl be the |*4ice 
surrounding tiu* buna.*.' lie vva* fotlvwvd wherever he 
went ; it was n c.'iisiaut thing.'* 

A* Malcolm’* UN nu»ve grew to fruition, his sister 
Ella linked hint if he knew to what length.* Washington 
might gu to stop him. "1 asked him if he really rrv*.g- 
niaid the impoitume of hi* attempt to gu to the Uuitcd 
Nations." Mr*. Collins told this author. 

"lie said to me. 'You km-vv, F.tla. maybe 1 haven’t

Mm. Cull inn urged her brother to leave the country 
until he wiui irmly to return directly to the U.N., but 
he felt that such u move would be cowardly. I After the 
fire-bombing of hi* home. Malcolm Anally acceded to 
hi* ulster* wrihes; plane liikcl* hud been purchased 
bin! Main dm fduumxl to leave for Africa on Tuesday, 
February 2uii Ik- wit* oxs* ainutetl on the 21*1.) 

In early February, ifltio, Malcolm flew to Loiulon to 
deliver the closing add tvs* ut the find n.itgtVM of the 
Council of African Organization*. From Ixmduu lie 
wa* schtfUuiitil to lly to Furl* to apeak before Uio Con- 
gru>* of Afrhun Student*. 

When hi* plane landed at Orly on February Ulh. 
Malcolm wa* told lie could nut disembark. The French 
Government lard branded him “an undesirable per*un" 
and he wa* ordered tu leave the eountry immediately. 

M druhn had visited Fruntu ju*l three months larfore 
without experiencing any ditikulty, uiul ho wu* ha died 
by the ex puk Ion order. In a iranccript of a tape-re- 
corded telephone cull between Malcolm in London and 
the Lari* student group, recently made available to thin 
author, Malcolm said that: 

M ! whs surprised when 1 arrived in Pari* and wa* 
prohibited from landing. I thought that if Uteru were 
any country in Eunipe that wa* liberal In it* appnauh 
to the problem, it wa* France. This is why .1 tv us 
>d»<t fced when till y told me I couldn't land. Tlay didn’t 
give me any ixi u-e for it. 1 believe the State Depart- 
ment i* res|tuii*ihkt." 

In View of the State Dcpurtmeul's unrelenting hos- 
tility to Malcolm, hi* itsaumptu.il of it* culpability is 
under*landable. lint Preaidein Lie Gaulle's government 
I* hardly noted for its receptivity to State l'epurt incut 
din fa. Furthermore, information that ha* sulmiHpiently 
come to light points a fuiger in ipiile another din ction. 

George IticituuiH, one of the few perceptive white 
analysts of Malcolm'* career, writes tluit “After the 
a.sAas-.tiialioii At ah olio's ussoeinte* expressed the belief 
that the reason for hi* bring excluded wa* tlutl the 
French Government thought he might lie ;uoci.-.i tinted 
on French noil, und did not want to bear the onus for 
such a kruudnl.'* 

Till* iis*UIU|d h'M U IllOie I him hlte spccut.vl loll. Ill 
April, 1 t)o*i mjr interest in Malcolm'* death wa* first 
arou.id by a highly-placed North African diplomat. 
This olikial, who insist* on utauiyniity, said that hi* 
country's intelligence apparutu* hud been ipiielly in- 
■fornted by the French Department of Alien Dueumcn- 
tut ion and (*ouittrr-F»pU<iiajTe that the CIA pbunnsl 
Malcolm'* murder, and Franca feured lie might he liqul- 
da ltd on it* soil. 

Thu dip!> nut'* country, which enjoyed close relation* 
with Frame, wu* so inf.. mail Icvauau Muicoini had 
viailvd it on prior oeeasiun*, and |uuiU]r might have 
lh.ua there after hi* etpuUiou from France. 

“Your CIA i* beginning to murder it* own citizen* 
ftow.“ he Commented in elegantly modulated French. 

(>u Saturday, Fcbruury 12, luda, Malcolm arrived 
nt Kennedy Internal bund Airport from Ia<trdou. Ten 
hour* later, at 2: to A.AI. Sunday rooming, a* he and 
hr* family slept in their rinalest Ju.in« in Ka*l Klmhur.d 
Qu«uUa, lour Arc k.mL* ueru hurled tin •ugh (he vein 
(low*. The bomb* otic carefully distributed so a* lu 
scul oil any escaiMi exit, liut the fourth bomb glanced 
off * window pane and exploded harmlessly oil the 
front lawn. The house wu* destroyed, but Malcolm, his 
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wife Betty and llicir four children narrowly escaped. 

Malcolm had always been willing to risk hi* own 
life for hi* beliefs, but the neur-murdcr of hi* family 
naked him. “I’m a marked man.” he said in a *1 ruined 
yoke at u press conference after the iH.mbirtr*. “It 
didn't frighten ine for rm.-u-lf a* long a* 1 fell they 
would tail hint my family. . . .** 

A bixxarv sequel to the Uimbing was the thinly* 
veiled nt tempt of the New York Police Dept, to show 
that Al'.iholm lunl IsutiUil lit* own home, “a* a publicity 
Stunt.” Fur >umr reason tlio pulicu did not waul the 
public to take the thrvut to Malcolm’* life seriously, 
and police otlkials insinuated to reporters — “olf the 
mold" — that it wus all a hoax staged by Malcolm him* 
self. 

To hack up their allegation*, policemen on the .Tone 
of the fire apparently weld ><» kr a* to plant a till of 
gasoline on the dreaser in his youngest child'* room. 

“When they planted the gasoline I knew It was no 
longer the Muslim*. “ Malcolm’s sister Klla told me. 
“Only the police could have planted it. brcuu-e *> the 
fire died down neighbor* went into the house tu get 
some clothe* for tile children fr..m Ihi-ir rooms, what 
hadn't been burned. And muic of lln-m saw Him jug wf 
gasoline when they took things from the hub)'* dre-sef. 
And then the polku Is.mh squad urrivvd ami b*.k over 
the bouse, and then they produced the gasoline." 

Malcolm's widow Hetty cotr<d*.rat*-* In-r sister-in- 
law'* version of events. “Only soiueotie In the uniform 
of a iln-m.ni or policeman could have planted the bottle 
of gao.liiiu on my baby'* dresser," »he told the author. 
"It was to make it appear ns if Wu had bombed our 
own home." 

At a press conftrrme on Wednesday. February 17lh 
ut thu Ikdcl Thi*re.*.i. Malcolm i aid that nu i.d of 
the Fire Department had privately admitted to him 
that someone had placed the gasoline on his child's 
dresser. “Fire Mai -hall | naming hlm| met me at the 
| ll«* larder j aii|*-rt later and said that v <. it had Urn 
planted there.*’ Mali 'dm l<td the press that: 

"We arc demanding an immediate investigation by 
the Kill of the hnmtiiug. We find a conspiracy ha* t*-en 
entered into at the total level, with sorou h*-nt police, 
fitemvii and press. Neither 1. m.r my wife and ■ Ibid, 
have insurance, and we stand in no way to gain^n-m 
the bombing. . . . My attorney lias ln*tntrt>-d im- Mid 
my wife to submit to u lie detector te*t ami will ask 
that the same test be given lu pidice and firemen at the 
scene.” 

Malcolm charged in his coin hiding remark* at the 
pres* conference that “the police in this country kimvr 
what is going on — this cuunpliury leads to my death/’ 

No metio|sditnn newspaper ru|uirtcd Malcolm'* pit.-* 
conference ami his allegutionN of police culpability. 

‘The press gives the impression that I'm jiving almut 
thl* thing." he bitterly told a A’n r York Time * rc|»orter 
three days before his murder. 'They ignore the evi- 
dence ami the actual attempt*." 

The press Itaiidh-d the story of the bombing in Mich n 
•“ ha* ll.u public either really Inli. vcil .V ' Im 

• • . d Ills ewn la me (o gain a few headHrn.* or a . »- 
no-tu-liy a •-limed that his old cnviuna*. the Mosiima, 
had committed the art. 

A* fur a* lhi> pi.-riniliiy of Mo-lim Involvement goc*. 
it was nut in character fur even the Muslima lo llre-buinb 
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u home full of children ; they might hnvc tried to attack 
Malcolm wh ile. Imt their utm/rt* operant! mm would not 
include w iptug out his family in the process. 

And if. a* also might be assumed, the Muslimj 
were merely trying to terrorise Mahulm without kill- 
ing any om\ it wu* unlikely Ifoey Would have picked 
that particular h«M*c a* thdr target. The huihling 
U-'iiig.d to the Mu-linv*. and Ju»t two weeks liefnrc. 

lin laid Ik ell .-id.-rr.l to vacate it: the day after

However deep tlmir third for revenge, the Muslim* 
are first nnd foremost good bu.iiaemsmcn; they do not 
lmmh th< ir own property. 

Mnkmlttt speui the hurt davs of hi* life desperately 
(tying to convince the press and pubic that whoever 
wa* out to get him 'and he im longer belief cd it was 
tlu- Muslim* i really meant business. Hut no one would 
list, it to him. 

Malcolm applied nt the 2illi prciiiict for a j«is*lol per- 
mit t » protect himself and hi* family but lx* wu* 
turtud down. 

A wick later, as .Malcolm's widow Hetty left Dvllwue 
Morgue after hh-nlifyitig her husliaud's body, she told 
uvW'men in a hitter, ttur-chokcd voice: 

"The |«-li*c and pio.«s were unfair. No one Udieved 
Villa! la- said. Tte-y never hint seriously. Kvvn 

after the Uunblng of our house they said he did it 
hinisolf." Her voire lumke. “Suw what are they going 
to do — «ay that he shot himself ?" 

The fire-loimtong convinced Malcolm that NVashing- 
ton wa* out to liquidate him. “It wu* no uccuk-nt that 1 
wa* l..irr»>d fi<m France, nnd ten hours after I srrived 
hack h^nie im h» iui' wu* bow las!.** he ibvlnml at his 
February 17th pres* roitfe |i‘tio'. Malcolm revealed that 
he had sent a Utegram to Secret ary of State Rusk 
h*tging an otlklal protest, charging that the govern- 
ment “hod no Intention to help nw or prelect mv life." 

A few day* brfotv his as-.a-sinatieii hr md with Alex 
Hali y for the hint time. Haley report* in the Kpilogue 
to Malcolm'* that Malcolm no longer 

thought it w.i*' the Atu-liiua wh** were trying to kill 
him. “Things have hap|n-tted . , . that urc bigger than 
wh«: they can do." he told Haley. “Thing* have gone 
hey. >iid that." 

ilia rister. Klb C*»llin*. told me that “On the day 
before his death, which was a Saturday, we spent the 
day together He discuss'd the fart that the way hia 
house wu* t sunbed, and hi* U-ing barred from France, 
led him to Udieve that thu plotters of Ills death were 
much Ihegcr titan llie Atiislim*. In discussing the lire* 
I* nibiug uc U lh agrectl that, with our experience of 
hi. n-k JietipWs indbols of revenge on each other, this 
was m>t the work of black people."

One day before hi* death Malcolm ph.med Alex Haley.

Alex Haley recount* in hi- Epilogue to M.d- 
o.lm's Aolobiotfiopkn that, after lo: checked in and 
wa* given u r«*'in oil the I2tli il * r:

The tw-o men may just have been part of Malcolm's 
rout in* surveillance pattern — nr I ht-y could lotve rep- 
rcsenti-d something more *ini*trr. iMulcidro vv«* tailed 
by white* and blacks alike (lie lT.\ liuke* a pcltll of 
recruiting black agent* at college* and utiUersttie*, 
both for use in Africa anJ to keep lab* on troubles, nte 
Negroes ut h*-no». ) 

Alalcotin binuv-il ai-vtu* P* lu»ve !• U. ttiv l»**c-v li/bt- 
ruing around hiv n.xk. Hit wid.vv lUtty tchl nt- that 
"My liuslund sensed <u niethiug the ni/li* hcf> re he 
was murdered. 11*? called me and vaivl there vvere 'loads 
of polite arumd the lliiti n’ and *aid he would tell me 
more when he saw- me. I never saw him again." 

The next nouning Al-lrt.lin Wat awakened In hi* hotel 
rocro by the ringing of »he tele|»h«‘ne. He phk.d up 
the revviver. “Wake up. lui.lli-'r.'' a m.«n’a v« i»c s-iid 
softly. There wa* a click and the pla ne went dc.of. lie- 
fun* he left llw hotel he pluqwd hit wife and stater and 
mentioned the call. 

Malcolm prided himielf on hi* ability to distinguish 
Negro and 'Cawcaainn* votee*. “Tlu*t wa* a white uu»n'» 
Vuit-ti," he told hi* wife. 

To hi* sister, KUa, hi* la*t wv.nl* were: "Yon pray 
fi.r me, Ida, la-causa I firmly t.t-*ic»r. now I n • .1 tt 
mere tlnur Pvc enr n.v dn! ir t>. . v *. :w > u ask Al' ih 
to guide no*. Uv;»u.w* 1 fe.l they may have me d.* ued 
for i hi* d»}-." 

“Not I Ids day." hi* sister told him. "Ye*, thi* day." 
M:d« ntrn mi id quietly. 

Four ltuur* taler he was dead. 
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One basic fact emerge* ineluctably front the tangled 
akein of events surrounding Mnkolm'* murder: he 
could iu*t have been killed without the aasiaUnce — de- 
liberate or otherwise — of the New York Police Dept. 

At all hi* previous meeting* «t the Audubun Ball- 
room the building had sum med with police, assigned 
both to protect Malcolm and slave ot! any clashes l»e- 
t ween his fulhiwvr* uml It lack Muslims. But at the 
nicoiing mi Siital.i v, February 21st. one wiM-k offer hi* 
burnt* laid been flrc-burnto-d, (tie usual police detail ua* 
iioa lit re in evidence. 

Mr*. Patricia M. Russell, a payrblatric Social worker, 
wrote an eye-wit no* account of the aiouinxiiuttlnn for 
the February 27th Haiti wore A/ru-Amniruii. Dl*cu»»- 
ing her arrival at the ballroom tun or fifteen minute* 
before Maholin vvus gunned down, she rcjajrls: "The 
arm in fiont of the bullroum was clear of policemen. 
There was not oiie officer in sight." 

Another eyewitness, jiHirnuli.it Herman Porter, told 
nu-: "I arrived at 2:15, and it struck me os strange 
that there was such an ntaetii e of jmlirc. I hail attend- 
ed every one of Malcolm's Harlem rallies in Uki year 
since he broke with the Minlini*, and ut all .of tin in 
there were at least half a iloxcn pollcemco standing 
nuLsiiln of the jlowustuint entrenre, or Just Inside the 
dour. tin this occasion I didn't see anyone." 

But them itiia one uni for mid policeman inside the 
building. Uuring the trial of Malcolm* alleged ussas- 
sin* one of the witnesses was Patrolman Gilbert Henry. 
Si’itiu signiflcunt facts emerged in h»* testimony. 

Henry testified that he hud been assigned to the 
Audubon Ballroom on the day of the assassination. 
But In. lead of lieiug stationed at the entrance or in 
thu lobby, us at all previous meetings, Henry wu* told 
to conetrul himself in the Ballroom's Bose Boom. same 
distance from the main audiloriuiu where Malcolm 
W*a* to s|s'ak. 

Patrolman Henry testified that he had been told In 
stay where hu could not Ire seen and communicate I »y 
walkie-talkie with a police detail concealed iiero** the 
street in the Columbia Presbyterian Alcdicul Center, 
thu hospital ttHiiplex where Malcolm's U»dy was luki u 
after the shooting. 

Henry wun told to notify the police in the hospital 
"if anything happened” — such u* shot* or uther sound* 
of trouble. Before Henry could go any further, or be 
asked whv the policp expected trouble utt that particu- 
lar .lav. the A-se-Innl (iislrh'1 Attorney etmk.nl ..If llm 
line of quest inning and hustled Henry otf the stand. 
The motibuml ib-feii e attorney* never recalled him. 

Immcsliutily after the ussaisiiuition police oilici.il* 
piuudy uv.u red thu public that they had tried to give 
Mulclm protect mu, but were rebutred. One day after 
the murder Ted Poston of the .Yre York Hast leporled 
an interview with Mrs. Betty Hhulmzz, Malcolm* wid- 
ow. in the course of which they stopped to listen to 
television ••overage of the assassination.

And Alex Haley commented, "Deputy Police C*>m- 
rnlssioner Arm’s Statement that Malcolm X refused 
police protection conflict* directly with Ihe statement* 
of many of his associates that during the wink pre- 
ceding the ovNuc-iiud ion Malcolm X mmpbimil re- 
pcutcdly Hut the |st!ice would not take his request* for 
limlcvt toil serimwly.” 

The point, of course. is that It is “the police's duty 
to proUvt a man in Malcolm's posit ion whelher or not 
he neials them a formal imitation. When a nun's house 
in tumbl'd ami lie and hi* family alnu-M Incinerated, 
pul ice prut ei ton U autonut ic and iin-wditited. Kxcept, 
of course, when the mail to Malcolm X. 

(When George l.tovin Rukvvcll, who prides himself 
on m-ver iv.jm.-d mg p4ki* protect imi. arrived in N'eiv 
Yoik City fur a public meeting on February 10, lOCti. 
the .Vnr 1 'ark Timm report. d that "a small army of 
police and iduinrlolliestm-n. including Id mounted po- 
licemen. turned out to keep wider . . . lb*. k well was 
closely guarded. . . .") 

M;d.. .Iin himself had previously l«e*m given heavy* 
police protection witlto.it asking for it. Alex Haley re- 
l*»rt* one Uisfaiu* u lie re Malcolm went to court to 
route*! the order tv vacate hi* bouse in Queens uml 
wa* guarded by "twenty uiiiforim-tl policemen I uml 
twelve pt.ililclxthei detectives.” 

If there were no uniformed Jiollcemco to protect 
Malcolm, there seem* to have been a contingent of 
|dainclothe»meu hi thu audience. Their rule in events 
deserves closer scrutiny. Under the headline, “Members 
of Gity’s Send P.dice Unit Saw Malcolm Shot.” the 
It i mill 77«7*ifMi 'x Milton Louis report. d on February 
23rd that:

A police oilidal told Lewi*, "ll is sufficient to say that 
wo tool hint cuvi-ivil." 

If BOSS a gents were in the lndlroi.ni— either as 
Pii-mb'is nf lh<- I.udi.-urn or infiltrators in Malcolm'* 
organ nation -tliey did not lift a linger to protect him 
or to apprehend his killer*. 

In defending them selves against charge* of negli- 
gence or curaplicily. the police claim the assassination 
tis»k them by surprise. <This, despite the flre-lM.inbing 
attempt on Main-Ini's life one week before. I In fact, 
the N'.Y. Police Department was informed that an at- 
tempt was to to* made oil Mah-olm** life wojt in advance 
of the a is**** nut km.

Unidentified Grounded Objects 

Members of the* tfn.wv at!*! Cm's }>t< lined Celestial 
Events Research Society (SAUCERS) met to witness a 
1 5-yea r-old boy demonstrate a little black box he claims 
to have fount!

“black power” slogan (which was called “a Rorschach 
test for liberals”), a woman asked: “What about your 
responsibilities to us?” Another woman complained 
that “Many white people loci they're being left out of 
the Black Power movement.” 

The Counter-Revolutionists 

“Should we aid the hetero sex revolution?” was the 
question before the West Side Discussion Group, a 
homophile offshoot of the educational Mattachine So- 
ciety (“We were sort of disowned by the Mattachines 
for being too social,” said an ollieial). 

The audience, mostly men, attacked the question 
from all angles — mostly the rear — and the discussion 
sometimes broke down to philosophical questions on the 
order of How many homosexuals cun stvisk on the head 
of a pint 

Some of the views expressed: 

“Liberalizing any sex laws could help set a favorable 
climate for us.” “Let the straights get out and fight 
for themselves.” “I can’t see carrying posters for wife- 
swapping.” “Hustlers are different from prostitutes.” 
“I don't think hetems understand us.” “Homos should- 
n't put their noses into other people’s business.” “What 
are we going to do, add to our troubles by associating 
with a bunch of •noiMroctfnrmista?" “If we associate 
with radical sex-freedom groups we better beware of 
the hetero backlash.” “Gay power!” 




The evening ended with an announcement about the 
prize to be given to the member who signs up the most 
new members — a set of 8 color slides, plus viewer, of 
nude young men with super phalluses. Said the an- 
nouncer: “A comparable prize will be given if a woman 
wins.” 

The Tacticians 

tact, a computer dating service, held a free outdoor 
partly in Bryant Park behind the New York Public Lib- 
rary on a Wednesday afternoon from 5 to 8 p in. 

A dozen hired ^Undistributed white cards and ques- 
tionnaires. Each recipient was asked to list on the card 
the names and addresses of any dozen members of the 
opposite sex whom he or she had met at the party and 
would like to meet again. The filled-out cards were sup- 
posed to be sent to tact's cilice with $5, a completed 
questionnaire and the name circled of the person you 
most desired to meet. 

The reaction of most male predators was simply to 
take the card over to a girl and ask for her phone num- 
ber. Said one: “What do I need with TACT? I go up 
to the girl and say, ‘Do you think we’re compatible ?’

Requiem for a Lost Cause 

A spokesman for the Police Benevolent Association 
was unable to appear at a pre-election debate on the 
Civilian Review Board; instead, two conservatives 
urged defeat of the board. One was chairman of the 
Greenwich Village Conservative Club, who said, “I be- 
lieve Negroes and Puerto Ricans are people” and point- 
ed out that police brutality is no earth-shaking prob- 
lem as long as it’s “below 3%.” The other simply 
shouted — “Sir, I’d like the policeman's name, please!” 
— every time someone would describe a case of police 
brutality. 

Paul Chevigny of the ACLU referred to the fact that 
the review board referendum question contained a 
sleeper clause which would allow a policeman to refuse, 
without penalty, to appear before any hearing in the 
city, even an investigation of bribery. Responded the 
conservative: “Please, air, I’d like to have that poliee- 
mau’a name!”
